In m aking arrangem ents for the ob­ 
servance of the Sixtieth anniversary 
of the Battle of G ettysburg here in 
July, the Boosters’ Club, the Corporal 
Skclly post, No. 9, Grand A rm y of the 
Republic, and the local camp of the 
Sons of Veterans, all of which are 
cooperating to make the event a suc­ 
cess, have not overlooked the need of 
extending invitations to veterans of 
the Confederacy to attend whatever 
celebration is held. 
On Tuesday afternoon, Howard C. 
Mitinger, m anager of Hoffman’s Ho­ 
tel, and secretary of the Boosters’ 
Club, and Theodore McAllister, E ast 
High street, adjutant of the Corporal 
Skelly po-jt, accompanied by a report­ 
er for The Times and photographer, 
went to the Maryland Line Confeder­ 
ates’ Home at Pikesville, near Balti­ 
more, to discuss tentative plans for 
southern veterans’ * exercises in con­ 
nection with the Sixtieth anniversary. 
Mr. M itinger and Mr. 
McAllister 
thoroughly discussed the question of 
what form exercises for Confederate 
veterans should take at the Sixtieth 
anniversary, with 
Lamar Hollyday, 
superintendent of the Maryland Line 
home. 
Exercises 
Suggested 
Mr. Hollyday expressed the opinion 
that appropriate exercises could fit­ 
tingly be held by Confederate soldiers 
at M urray's monument on Culp's Hill, 
suggesting in addition th at a prom ­ 
inent southern man be procured to de­ 


liver an address on th a t occasion. 
When Mr. Hollyday was informed 
of a communication 
received 
here 
from Em ery Lawrence, a North Caro- 
linan, who says that historians place 
too much stress 
on the 
one-sided 
charge of Pickett, the Superintendent 
of the Confederate home said he was 
also of the 
opinion that 
Pickett’s 
charge was not the most im portant 
.engagem ent of the Battle of G ettys­ 
burg, and that the attack and defense 
of Little Round Top was a fa r more 
militaristic 
movement 
than 
many 
others a t 
G ettysburg or 
elsewhere 
during the war. 
Average Age 82 Years 
Several other Confederate veterans 
at the Home expressed themselves in 
the same vein as Mr. Hollyday, on 
the 
Pickett 
maneuver. 
There are 
nineteen Confederate veterans at the 
Maryland Line institution and their 
average age is 82 years. All of them, 
according to Mr. Hollyday, 
turn 
out 
three times a day for their m eals, and 
many of them, he said,'expect to reach 
the century mark. 
The oldest veter­ 
an am ong them is Carl Lovejoy, 
a 
North Carolinan, who is 87 years of 
age, while the youngest is 77. 
M r. 
Hollyday, the superintendent of the 
Home, is in his eightv-third year, but 
is among the m ost active of the fo r­ 
m er wearers of the grey.
